18 COI; The wood for the month of February has been issued by 
RS 50th C ‘ the Timmins Coin Club in commemoration of the club's 
> Anniversary Cy 50th anniversary of its foundation.

One side of the wood, stamped in metallic gold, 
commemorates the club's anniversary with the words 
Timmins Coin Club/ 50t*/7 Anniversary/ 1965-2015, and 
features a central image of a large golden nugget and a 
miner's pick. Below are the words “Golden Nugget”. 


The other side is stamped in metallic blue, and bears the 
words “Timmins “and “Canada's Gold Capital”. A central 
image portrays a variation of the Timmins Coin Club's 
logo shown are two prospectors paddling a canoe with 
the McIntyre #11 head frame in the background. The 
McIntyre #11 head frame, a Timmins landmark, was 
saved from demolition to remind all, of the town's 
glorious mining history. The two prospectors in a canoe 
is the club’s version of the famous voyageur canoe 
design of Emanuel Hahn, which was first used on the 
Canadian silver dollar of 1935. Brendan Montgomery, 
the club’s youngest member, designed both the club 
logo, and the wood. Canada Wide Woods produced a 
total of 300 woods measuring 44 mm in diameter. 


Timmins is locally known as the Town with the Heart of 
Gold, and is the heart of the Porcupine Gold Camp, 
|) Canada’s largest gold producing area with over 
70,460,423 ounces of gold produced since 1909 
/ through to 2013. The #11 head frame was part of the 
McIntyre Gold Mines property, one of the Big Three 
mines, located within the center of the city. The 
Mcintyre, along with the Hollinger and Dome Mines, 

: account for over 46.5 million ounces gold mined within 
the camp since discovery in 1909.

The Timmins Coin Club was founded in 1965. The club is very active, and meets every 
month other than July and August. It also holds public events every year, at a local mall or 
other venues. The club's objective is to educate the public, and to facilitate communica- 
tions between local and regional coin collectors. 


Timmins is located 680 kms north of Toronto, and has a population of 43,165 (Canada 
2011 Census), however, the city services a much larger area and population as a regional 
service and distribution center for Northeastern Ontario. Although the town of Timmins 
was incorporated in 1912, three year after the discovery of gold in the Porcupine Gold 
rush, in 1973 the Ontario government amalgamated the town of Timmins with several 
other local communities, including South Porcupine, Schumacher (Tisdale Township), 
Mountjoy Township, Porcupine (Whitney Township), and many of the other smaller 


Surrounding communities, to create the Corporation of the City of Timmins. This action made Timmins the largest city in 
Canada with an area of 2,961.52 square kilometres (1,143.45 sq. mi) until 1995, when the Regional Municipality of Wood 
Buffalo in Alberta, was created.

| got “new to me” AK. woods, from any specific location, originally (up to about 8 - 10 yrs ago) | would rearrange all the

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rearranging the woods alphabetically 
and just listed them numerically as 
they came in....eg, the woods filling 
the gaps between the numbers are 
obviously other woods from that 
specific location that had been 
acquired by me before another wood, 
from a previous noted recording, 
arrived.

~~ numismatic ambassador from Connecticut. If you’re into EC’s or wooden money, you know who she was 
— Sally R Kirka. She ran her operation out of Manchester, CT, and produced many exciting elongates 
and various woods, both flat and round, over a period of about 40 years. She was recognized by 
numismatic organizations from coast to coast, and was well know in the collecting community as the 
Grand Dame of EC’s. Her designs will live on for years and those that are in the hobby currently, or those 
that will be entering into the hobby, do and will seek out her creations to add to their own collections. If 
a you collect wood chances are you have at least one of her woods in your collection.

Sally R. (Grabowski) Kirka, 83, of Manchester, Connecticut passed away June 5, 2002, after a lengthy illness. She was the 
widow of Alphonse J. Kirka. She lived most of her life in Manchester - a hot bed of numismatics. Sally served in the Women's 
Army Corps during World War Il. She was an avid coin collector specialized in elongated coins (EC’s) and was the past 
president of The Elongated Coin Society and was one of the original founding members. She was twice President of the 
International Organization of Wooden Money Collectors (IOWMC), and a longtime member of Canadian Association of 
Wooden Money Collectors (CAWMC). She was also active in many local, state and national Numismatic Organizations, 
including the ANA. She was the editor of three coin publications, NENA News, The Wooden Nickel Club Newsletter and The 
Elongated Collector (TEC) newsletter. Sally received numerous national Numismatic Awards during her lifetime. Sally was very 
creative in arts and crafts, specializing in the designing of elongated coins for her- 
self and others.

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The platform also contained a place to house the motorcycle motor once they were able to afford 
one. 


In the meantime, the Underwoods displayed their creation at Stettler’s exhibition in July 1907, and 
tested the machine on their farm. Tying the aircraft to a fencepost, the brothers placed sacks of 
wheat on the platform to replicate the weight of a pilot, and launched the plane like a kite. The test 
went well, and for the next trial, John took the place of the wheat to "fly" the machine for 15 
minutes. Their enterprise was then put away until the next year, when the Underwoods finally 
obtained their coveted motorcycle engine. 


Attached to the front of the wing was a large bamboo and canvas propeller, powered by the 
motorcycle motor. Unfortunately, the brothers found that the engine was too small to get the craft 
airborne, so they hitched the plane to the fence post once again, using it like a kite, until the Flying 
Wing was destroyed one day by high winds. Their effort was eventually abandoned, since they 
lacked the resources to continue. 


Around 1910 the first of the Bleriot monoplanes, the inventor of which was the first man to cross 
the English channel from France to England in his flying machine, was quietly tested and tried out 
on a huge piece of Alberta prairie, sixty miles west of Didsbury. Andre Bleriot is the man who 
invented his monoplane and made of it such a successful flying machine, and at the time of its first 
trial he was with his two brothers on their ranch near Didsbury (around Stettler), Alberta, when they 
told him to take it to France which he did. It was the intention of Andre Bleriot to establish a factory 
for the construction of his machines in Canada, and Montreal had been picked as the head- 
quarters in Canada. 


Possibly the Underwoods laid the foundation for Bleriot!

British coins have always portrayed the reigning monarch. Today, I'm 
going to tell about the portraits of Queen Victoria, the severe-ooking 
woman, who appears on your old English coins (see photo). You'll 
seé thal there also have been very beautiful portraits of Victoria. 


1861-1864, Nova Scotia—New Brunswick, 
1979, quantity 1,000, 38mm round, rarity 1. 
Included in this quantity is BL/BL (no orange). 


During her reign, from 1837 to 1901, three main portraits followed 

one another on British coins: 

* the young head, engraved by William Wyon, from 1836 to 1859 

* the bun head, engraved by his eldest son Leonard Charles Wyon, § 
from 1860 to 1894 

* the veiled head, engraved by Thomas Brock, from 1895 to 1901 





There also have been two more specific portraits: 

* the portrait which appeared on florins from 1847 to 1887, a work of William Wyon 

* the jubilee head, designed by Sir Joseph Edgar Boehm and engraved by Leonard 
Charles Wyon for the queen's jubilee in 1887. This portrait raised a general

These portraits are usually surrounded with an abbreviated Latin legend, which should 
be read: "Victoria, Dei gratia, Brittaniarum regina, Fidei defenstrix, Indiae imperatrix”. 
This can be translated by : Victoria, by the Grace of God, Queen of the Britains, 
Defender of the Faith (a title of British monarchs since the 16th century), Empress of 
India (conceming Victoria, from 1876).
